MORE ‘TENSION 


While it is not to be anticipated 
that anything particularly serious 
will arise out of the present slight 
tension between Soviet Russia and 
‘Manchoukuo on the one hand, and 
the Soviets and Japan on the other, 
itis Interesting to note the com- 
munity of purpose evidenced be- 
tween Japan and Manchoukuo. The 
latter finds that the Russian reply 
fo the Manchoukuo complaint of a 
Soviet Aeroplane having flown over 
Suifenho is “lacking faith” because 
M. Slavutsky denied that anything 
of the sort took place and 
consequently refuses to negotiate 
‘any further until a “more sincere 
reply” is received. ‘The only sincerity 
apparently required is that" the 
Soviet authorities should admit what 
they nd to be untrue as a result 
of their own inquiries. Japan is 
becoming irritated, and it is a1 
lcipated that a” stern warning 
‘will be issued by Tokyo against 
jalleged unfriendly acts. Of the 
‘ive. headings of complaint three 
involve issues between Russia and 
Manchoukuo alone, such as flying 
over Manchoukuo’ territory, firing 
on steamers belonging to the same 
country by Soviet guards on the 
Amur, and rejection of the Japanese 
compromise proposal: regarding the 
Chinese Eastern Railway. The other 
two questions concern the refusal 
to grant a Japanese fisherman 
to goo Moscow, and anti 
Japanese campaign in ' the Soviet 
press. It will be noticed that the 
complete independence of Manchou- 
kuo from Japan ts thus clearly de- 
onstrated. The surmise of the 
"Nichi Nichi,” that’ Russia having 
concluded non-aggression pacts on 
her western border is able to adopt 
a firmer attitude in the East is pro- 
bably correct, for some time past 
Moscow has been considerably 
exercised over the insecurity of the 
position in that area. This will un- 
doubtedly enable the Soviet govern- 
ment to adopt a stronger line in the 
For East, and thereby, to some 
extent, render the general situat 
somewhat more critical than i 
































has 
been for some time past. It is not 
to be expected that ‘this will Jlead 


to immediate war, though, most 
certainly, it does mean the existence 
of a rather more precarious peace. 


“THE HOLY WAR” 


It ig a matter for some surprise 
that the unfortunate manifesio sum- 
marized jin (o-day's issue, in 
‘which a “holy war” was launched 
by a newly-formed organization 
against Japan, should have had the 
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backing of such responsible names 
as Mr, Ma Siang-pel, Mme. Sun 
‘Yat-sen, and Mme. Liao Chung-ka's. 
‘The six-point programme for waging 
this war gives another of | those 
Uittle glimpses of the obvious that 
have invested the proclamations of 
students and school-children with a 
certain quaintness and humour. In 
modern warfare the whole of a 
nation is mobilized automatically. 
While not everyone is armed, every 
able-bodied person's talents are 
employed in the fight for the na- 
tion's existence. The whole of a 
nation's revenue is immediately 
turned towards the successful pro- 
secution of the war, since it is a 
matter of life and’ death to the 
country. The naivety of trying to 
finance a war against a thoroughly 
prepared Power like Japan by con- 
Aiscating Japanese property in China 
{is too obvious to need emphasis. Any 
attempt to do such a thing would 
Play straight into the hands of the 
“enemy”. ‘There are signs of the 
cloven hoot of the Comintern in the 
proposal to ally the militant Chinese 
nation with ‘the malcontents in 
‘Japan who are supposed to be try- 
ing to overthrow the emperor. The 
phraseology of this part of the 
manifesto is declared to be similar 
to that of propaganda circulated in 
the Island Empire by agents of the 
Red International and seized by the 
police there. That, perhaps, is enough 
by itself completely to discredit the 
Popular support claimed for the do- 
‘cument in question.

‘which they can only have themselves 
to blame.

The excessive rains reported from 
South China which have led to the 
fooding of six districts on the upper 
reaches of the East River, and a 
dangerous threat to Canton, have 
proved a blessing to Hongkong. Ar 
2 result of the downpour over the 
‘weekend before last it was reported 
in the Hongkong newspapers that in 
four days ‘no less than fourteen 
inches hed fallen, removing all 
danger of a water famine this year, 
as the Tytam Tuk reservoir had 
been filled to overflowing. The news- 
Paper which recorded the fact added 
plaintively that there was no indica- 
tion then of a change in the weather.

A manifesto urging the Chinese

‘Mrs. Liao Chung-kal, widow of the 
famous revolutionary " leader and 
‘Minister of Finance in the Canton 
Government “who was assassinated 
there; Mrs. Sun Yat-sen, widow of 
the founder of the Chinese revolution; 
Dr. 8, L. Chang; Mr. Pel Yuan-ti, 
former “member of the Central 
Executive Committee of the Kuomin-

Leaves Much to be Desired, 
Says Chinese Journal 


Shanghai, Aug. 1. 
Critical of the new budget in view 
of what it describes as “an unpre- 
cedented national crisis,” the “China 
“Times,” editorially commented yester- 
day on the features of the budget 
and the way Nanking is spending 
‘national revenue.

At the same 
time indluential persons ‘at the Cen- 
tral Government will do thelr best 
to sway those in authority in favour 
of the movement. In this manner the 
organization hopes to gain the Cen- 
tral Government's confidence peace- 
fully and not forcibly. 

General Li Tu mentioned some of] 
the organizers of the council of the 
“Preparatory Committee of the Coun- 
cll of the Chinese People for Armed 
Self Defence,” which he at first wished 
to be kept secret, but the names

“Besides, the way in which the 
revenues are to be spent is by 19. 
‘means sound: In the new budget the 
ordinary military exptnditure | for 
the current fiscal year is fixed at 
$310,000,000 and the sum set aside for 
meeting foreign and domestic loan 
obligations is $260,000,000. The two 
combined make a total sum of $570, 
900,000, which occupies more than 70 
er cent. of the total revenue. ‘The 
military expenditure naturally is not 
@ productive one while the second 
‘one will only encourage speculation 
fn Government bonds.” As a result,

ing from making productive invest 
ments and they ‘are “bending the

“We have heard a great deal about 
Feconstruction through production 
from the Government authorities.

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ROBERT MORRISON 

Aug. 1. 
‘To-day is un important anniver- 
sary in the annals of Protestant | 
missionary endeavour in China, for 
‘one hundred years ago Dr. Robert 
Morrison, 1.t.D. born in 1782, died 
at the age of 52 years. The son of 
Scottish parents, at Buller’s Green 
near Morpeth, Northumberland, the 
Jad, who was to become the 
pioneer missionary in China, re- 
ceived an elementary education 
after which he appears to have 
been apprenticed to his father as 
‘a last-maker, and to have devoted 
his spare time to the study: of 
theology. At the age of 21 he was 
received into the Independent 


Academy at Hoxton, and the fol- 
lowing year offered his services to 
the London Missionary Society, 
short 


after which, following a 
study of the Chinese langu 
appointed to Canton in 18 
rest of his carcer will be found in 
special article elsewhere in this 
fssue, It is not easy in these days 
to picture the conditions in which 
the young enthusiast had to work. 
Easy enough to picture the Factory 
fat Canton as an enlarged prison 
the inmates of which had little 
opportunity of communication with 
the outside, and Morrison, because 
of the work he wished to’do, rela 
tively still less. He felt himself a 
burden on his Society and it was 
a good stroke of fortune that led 
to his appointment as translator to 
the East India Company, which 
gave hith an opportunity of doing 
the work which will establish his 
name for all time as one of those 
who performed great, services In 
the spreading of the knowledge of 
‘the Gospels. Seven years after his 
arrival in Canton he had published 
@ Chinese grammar and the trans- 
ation of the New Testament into 
Chinese. ‘These were the first fruits 
of his decision that the best means 
‘of proselytizing China was by 
the dissemination of the scriptures 
in the language of the country. It 
was the work of a reat enthusiasm 
coupled with undoubted genius, for, 
when the opportunities of acquiring 
a knowledge of the language then 

compared with the facilities 
which are now offered are taken 
into consideration, it must be rea- 
ized that the task he had under- 
taken was attended with difficul- 
ties the full nature of which is not 
readily to be appreciated in these 
days, 

‘The man's energy must have 
been enormous, for three years 
after the publication of the New 
‘Testament in Chinese there appear- 
ed “A View of China for Philolo- 
gical Purposes.” That was in 1817. 
‘The next year a translation of the 
Old Testament was issued in col- 
Jaboration with William Milne, and 
three years after that the “Chinese 
Dictionary”, a monumental work 
in six quarto volumes, prepared by 
himself, was published by the East 
India Company, who demonstrat 
ed thelr estimation of his work by 
sinking £12,000 in its publication, 
But Morrison’s work did not end 
here. Simultaneously he was 
pushing the work for the evangeli- 
zation of China. In 1821, he had 
established an Anglo-Chinese Col 
lege at Malacca for the “reciprocal 
cultivation of Chinese and  Euro- 
pean literature,” training evange- 
ists who could proceed to the 
mainland and do work for the 
furtherance of Christianity with a 
greater degree of safety than Mor- 
rison himself could have done. Not 
that it is to believed he would not 
hhave done 0, but because he rea 
lized early enough the necessity of 
instructing a body of men in the 
religion and their despatch into 
China itself, thereby obtaining in 
the long run quicker results than 
could have been expected to accrue 
from his own single effort. Tt was 
indeed the safest possible indica- 
tion thet this man realized the 
necessity for an organized spread- 
ing of the Christian knowledge and 
‘the establishment of a rudimentary 
staff of teachers who could multi- 
ply miany times the results that 
‘would have been obtained from a 


























very circumscribed individual 
effort. What is of even more im- 
portance was his understanding of 
‘the best methods of appeal to the 
Chinese. He was indeed not only 
the pioneer of the missonary as 
such, but early in his career in 
China, added to the enormous debt 
which foreigners and Chinese owe 
him for his literary research, by 
setting up a dispensary manned by 
@ Chinese “who had learned the 
\main principles of European treat- 
{ment and thus marked himself out 
as the forerunner of modern medi- 
cal missions. 

Great oaks do indeed from little 
acorns grow. It was a far cry 
from the humble last-maker's shop, 
wherein a young man dreamed of 
the theology to which his mind was 
‘ever {urned, to the factory at Can- 
ton, to the translated Scriptures, to 
@ Chinese Dictionary, a college and 
eventually the modest dispensary 
where men's bodies were aided as 
likewise their souls. And yet in 
petto it is a picture of the subse 
quent development of Protestant 
missions in China. His dictionary 
paved the way for the enormous 
amount of research which has since 
been done in the Chinese language, 
his-college established principles 
for the spread of the Gospel which 

wave since been fully recognized 
and acted upon on an appropriately 
larger scale, and his dispensary 
aught to those who came. after 
him the great need of paying at- 
tention to temporal wants as well 
as spiritual. It is an astonishing 
fact that at a time when the 
foreigner was most hated and des- 
pised, as he was in those old Fac- 
tory days, and not entirely without 
‘cause, there was a man working 
quietly not only to obtain an un- 
derstanding of the Chinese in which 
s0 many of his fellow Europeans 
were s0 lamentably lacking, but 
was doing much to see that ulti- 
mately the Chinese should arrive 
at a better “appreciation of the 
stranger within their gates. Not 
only that, he was preparing the 
way for the bringing of inestimable 
treasure from the West into the 
last fastness of the East, preparing 
the means of bringing further en- 
lightenment into the country, one 
which at that time would have none 
of it. He had to combat the pre- 
judices of centuries, to make a 
breach in the walls of self-satisfied 
complacency which even now have 
not yet completely crumbled, and 
provide the means for those who 
came after him to continue from 
where he left off when he was cal- 
Ted elsewhere at the end of what 
nowadays would be considered a 











comparatively short life, Much 
has happened since Morrison 
quietly pursued his way to- 
wards well defined ends in 


those old days, not all of it to 
foreign or Chinese credit, but it 
can be safely said that China is 
the better for the life work of such 
‘a man, who so substantially proved 
himself a servant of his God and 
his fellows. 








BORDERS CHANGE 
Aug. 2. 

The world is indeed getting 
smaller, not by actual contraction, 
but by the expansion of the bor- 
ders of the various countries from 
@ political point of view, a° fact 
which was strongly emphasized by 
‘Mr. Stanley Baldwin in a lengthy 
debate in the House of Commons 
on Monday when a Labour vote of 
censure on the government's air’ 
policy was heavily defeated. Eng- 
land's defence is no longer situated 
on the white cliffs of Dover, but. 
rather along the Rhine. There is 
nothing new in this apparent ex- 
pansion of the natural boundaries 
of defence. Realization of the fact 
has been complete for some years 
past, indeed ever since the capabil- 
ities of the modern aeroplane came 
fully to be understood, and if a 
map were prepared showing the li- 
mits of each nation’s defences there 
would be wide areas, shaded out- 
side the geographical boundaries, 
representing exactly how far con- 
siderations of national protection 
would reach in the minds of those 
entrusted with that function. In- 
deed these ‘areas would greatly 
overlap with the result that what 
Mr. Baldwin said with regard to 
the Rhine as the line of defence 
against middle European Powers, 
could with equal truth be said by 
Germany of the English Channel 
as the defensive boundary of Ger- 
many against a hostilely inclined 
Britain. To take the matter a little 
further it may with truth be con- 





tended that the defensive limits of 
‘any country extend just as far as 
her offensive, so that in the end 
aeroplanes and aeroplanes alone fix 
the full extent of a country's milit- 
ary responsibilities. ‘That does 
not mean that the aviation forces 
of the world could fight anywhere 
in the air as they can on 
the open sea, because neutralit- 
ies have to be observed, but mai- 
ters have now come to such a 
itch that were Spain suddenly to 
develop a mighty air arm with pos- 
sible hostile intentions against Gt. 
Britain the latter's defence would 
be thought of as in the Pyrenees. 
It is interesting to sce these restate 
ments of military possibiljties, not 
only because of the important 
speculations they arouse, but also 
because they draw attention to a 
fluctuating state of political geo- 
graphy, changing and rechanging. 
every alteration in the policies of 
the statesmen of the world. 

Mr. Baldwin's defence of the 
new air policy is important by 
reason of the studied restraint with 
which the case of the Government 
was put before the Commons. 
Figures, which by now must be 
familiar to readers, were quoted in 
support of the changed intentions 
of the Cabinet. Beyond that his 
reference to conditions in Europe, 
grave as it undoubtedly was, was 
expressed in terms of great mod- 
eration, but sufficiently realistic 
to ensure the full appreciation of 
the public at large as well as to 
those to whom the words were 
more immediately addressed. It is 
clear that Mr. Baldwin had Ger- 
many in mind in what he said. 
‘The position in that country he 
affirmed was difficult to estimate, 
but “we have always recognized 
that the moment Germany feels 
free to re-arm, her air force will 
be one of her main considerations. 
She has often argued that, in view 
of her defenseless position in the 
air, it is impossible to try to make 
herself secure.” If peace is to be 
organized upon a basis of collective 
security, Mr. Baldwin is further 
reported as saying, England must 
be ina position to execute her 
resent obligations without neces- 
sarily being faced with additional 
entanglements. ‘The choice scems 
to be presented to Britain, then, 
either to equip herself to do whi 
she may have promised to do 
in certain events, or endeavour to 
‘evade doing so by the accumulation 
of protective pacts which would 
have the grave defect of corres- 
pondingly increasing the nation’s 
Habilities. In the long run, then, it 
would seem to be the best method, 
and undoubtedly the cheapest, 
to restore Britain's air forces to 
something equivalent to the 
strength which it, had about four- 
teen years ago when it was second 
to none. It is not to be expected 
that the old position will ever be 
fully recovered, but it is desirable 
that she should be fitted with an 
air force commensurate with her 
Important position in European 
affairs. 

‘One thing to be noted with re- 
gard to the proposed increase of 
the air arm is the fact that, of the 
forty-one new squadrons provided 
for, thirty-three will be allotted to 
home defence raising the existing 
{forty-two squadrons to seventy-five. 
‘The other eight, it is to be pre- 
sumed will be stationed in various. 
parts of the Empire. It certainly 
cannot be argued from the above 
figures that Britain is proposing to 
adopt much more than the mini- 
mum amount of defensive prepara- 
tion against whatever attacks might 
be launched against her. It is 
clear that with the force brought. 
up to the proposed strength she 
would still be numerically weaker 
than her most powerful neighbour, 
while against any combination of 
‘two nations she would be in a state 
of definite inferiority. It was a 
foregone conclusion that the vote of 
censure would be overwhelmingly 
defeated in the House of Commons, 
and there is every indication that 
the House accurately represented 
public opinion in, the matter. Bri- 
tain has done enormous service tn 
the cause of a lasting peace. She 
has gone to lengths which have 
aroused the gravest anxiety in the 
minds of those who realized how 
rreatly she was weakening herself! 
in the cause of the ideal she so 
painstakingly served. There was a 
danger that she had gone so far: 
that it would be well nigh impos- 
sible to retrace her” steps, but, 
fortunately, a Government has been 
in power of sufficient strength to 























ut its policies through the Com- 
mons with a minimum of opposi- 


ion, with the result that the situa- 
tion is not now so bad as it was 
‘but a very short while ago. Na- 
‘turally between the formulation of 
a programme and its complete 
execution much time has to elapse, 
and in the event of an armament 
race being commenced next year 
the present ratios existing between 
the various air forces of the world 
may not be substantially altered by 
the revised British air policy. That 
may naturally call for a further 
revision of the whole situation, and 
further addition to the substantial 
increases which the government has 
already set afoot. 








GRIM FIGHTER

‘The sudden news of the grave 
condition of President von Hinden- 
burg, President of Germany will 
have been read with considerable 
dismay throughout the world, not 
only by his own countrymen, but 
also by all those who have learned 
toradmire the fine qualities of the 
man who has spent all his life in 
the service of his nation. It is to 
be hoped that, despite his great 
age, he may yet be spared to do 
further work for it, though it has 
to be admitted that’ at the time of 
writing the outlook was exceeding- 
ly serious. President von Hinden- 
‘burg may be looked upon as one 
of the most stabilizing influences in 
Germany at the present time. When 
the was called out of his retirement, 
which was undoubtedly well-earn- 
ed, he answered the summons 
an old soldier should and assumed 
a burden out of all proportion to 
his advanced years, though not to 
the courage which the gallant old 
gentleman had shown throughout 
all his strenuous career. For the 
last two decadesshis name has been 
one to conjure with in Germany. 
His exploits during the Great War 
of which perhaps the Battle of 
‘Tannenberg was the outstanding 
example made him a great figure 
in the eyes of his own people, and 
a man greatly to be respected by 
those of his opponents who tasted 
of his courage and great skill as a 
commander of men. 

AAs It is he holds the respect and 
admiration of those who were pit- 
ted against him in the War, as well 
as those who have learned to ap- 
reciate the strength of a character 
Which Would not allow him to be 
a mere figure at the head of the 
government, but a man taking a 
firm hold of his office, and ad- 
ministering it to the best of his 
ability in the interest of the peo- 
ple who have so great a trust in 
him. Undoubtedly when he was 
invited to assume the presidency of 
the Reich it was thought by some 
‘who supported the invitation that 
his age would prevent him from 
those activities which might have 
‘been expected of a much younger 
man. ‘Those who felt thus were 
doomed to disappointment, and it 
is apparent that especially of late 
he has exercised a moderating in- 
fluence in certain matters which 
redounds not only to his only cre- 
dit but to the credit of those who 
‘were wise enough to appreciate the 
restraint he was exercising. There 
is also ‘no doubt that his" present 
unfortunate state of health to a 
fair degree must be attributed to 
the anxious times through which 
he and Germany have been passing, 
‘but he appears to be putting up 
‘a grim fight as one who has been 
a fighter all his life might very 
well be excepted to do. 

Already there has been specula- 
tion as to who would succeed him 
in the presidency in the event of 
his present sickness ending in a 
manner which is all too generally 
feared. Should he recover, it is 
unlikely that he will ever be able 
to take so active a part in the 
affairs of the country he has serv- 
ed s0 well, and a change in the 
headship of the state is to be cx- 
pected no matter which way his 
Present illness turns. In either 
event Germany will have lost the 
services of a man whose personality 
Dulks like a colossus across the 
pages of his nation's recent history. 
His memory will be treasured by 
the people who loved the stern old 
man for all his fine qualities and 
‘who await with bated breath the 
result of his struggle with man's 
inevitable enemy. Abroad a sym- 
pathetic world will watch the out- 
come with the keenest possible 
sympathy, not only for the man 
himself, but for his people to whom 























his passing, if it has to be, will 
‘come as a grievous blow. 
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HONGKONG’S TRADE 
Aug. 3. 

Itis apparent from a despatch sent. 
in by the Hongkong correspondent 
of the “North-China Daily News” 
and published in these columns 
yesterday, that the Commission 
which has been appointed to study 
trade conditions in the southern 
colony will have a substantial 
number of very important questions 
to answer. Upon the correctness 
of their findings thé future of the 
port undoubtedly depends. The 
‘trouble which has led to the ap- 
pointment of the commission is 
not solely attributable to the Japa~ 
nese dumping, which has aroused 
80 much anxiety; there is also the 
general trade depression im South 
China the prosperity of which in 
the past has been .o a large extent 
due to the money remitted there 
from Chinese in the United States, 
Canada, Java, the Straits Settle- 
ments, Malaya and Australis 
which by reason of the depression 
existent in those countries has 
been reduced almost to vanishing 
point. Millions of dollars were 
received through the banks in the 
course of each year, but now, as 
‘the overgeas Chinese can barely 
make a living, they cannot remit 
the money home which they were 
in the habit of doing. ‘There ts 
also the decline in the silk trade, 
due, to a large extent, to the poos 
quality of the product, though were 
world conditions better it 1s pos~ 
sible that even now some sill 
could be sold. It is contended that 
asa result of these factors the 
economic condition of South China 
is just as important an influence 
on the fortunes of Hongkong as is 
the dumping of Japanese goods of 
which, already, a great deal has 
been heard. ‘Taking both as the 














causes of the distress, it is 
interesting to see what the 
effect has been on the trade 
of He and how it has 


suffered in its most important as- 
peets. Cement, produced by a 
British concern’ in the colony, is 
belng undercut by the Japanese 
product fo such an extent that 
there has been some anxiety ex- 
pressed as to whether the company 
ean carry on unless ‘the Govern- 
ment can be persuaded to do some- 
thing to protect it. Chinese cheap 
class goods, stuch as socks, singlets, 
flashlights are similarly ‘undercut 
‘by Japanese manufactures, and the 
small industries, which’ it was 
hoped but a few years ago would 
grow and develop in importance, 
run a grave risk of ultimavely be- 
ing wiped out. 

To the operation of such factors 
is to be traced the fact that the 
price of real estate is decreasing. 
‘This is due to a general slackness 
in business combined with the 
supply of housing exceeding the 
demand owing to the building on 
reclaimed land, and the outskirts 
of the city. Suggestions for im- 
proving conditions have from the 
to time been put forward. The 
Chinese Chamber of Commerce 

8 proposed various solutions, 
though they have chiefly concerned 
themselves in asking for reductions 
in rates, Crown rents, and water 
charges all of which might be ex- 
pected to have some beneftelal. 
effect, though there is very little 
doubt that they do not go to the 
root of the matter, and may be 
Sepended upon only to bring about 
a slight alleviation of the symptoms, 
‘The Colony is a free port, and the 
goods from any country ' can be 
dumped there. ‘The Hongkong 
Government adhering to that tradi- 
tion refused to follow the example 
set by the British Government in 
connection with the trade quotas. 
Latterly the wisdom of that refusal 
hhas been seriously questioned, and 

may very well bo that, when the 
economic commission has concluded. 
its labours, it will, amongst its other 
recommendations, suggest following. 
the Imperial example and endea: 
vour to secure control of the 
‘Japanese trade into the Colony by 
Some such means. One of the chiet 
obstacles to the earlier imposition 
of the quota system was the rem- 
nant sentimental feeling of friend- 
ship with Japan, a legacy from the 
days of the Anglo-Japanese Al~ 
Vance. That opinion, considerably 
stronger years ago, has weakened 
® great deal in view of the stiff 
competition which the merchants 
of the Colony are now feeling, and 
there is more ‘than a chance that, 
if the commission recommended the 
adoption of a practice which was 
originally declined, public opinion. 
‘would endorse the abandonment of, 
the old policy. 
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It is obvious that any step cal~ 
culated to interfere with Hong- 
Kong's position as an entrepot for 
trade between foreign countries and 
South China may prove: danger- 
ous. The establishment of a quota 
system to cover goods brought into 
Hongkong with China as their 
ultimate destination would not 
prevent their entry into South 
China, but would deprive Hong- 
Kong of any revenue or profits to 
be derived from handling the goods 
in transit, Tt seems to be equally 
plain that the quota would have 
the effect merely of protecting the 
Jocal market for local producers, 
and that, it must be conceded, is 
not large enough to justify a step 
which in other directions might be 
fraught with so much harm. For 
those reasons it is not difficult to 
understand the reluctance of the 
Government to depart from a 
system which has paid it so well 
in the past, and it would appear 
‘on the face of it that the introduc- 
tion of the quota system could 
only preserve the small local do- 
mestic market, and would have no 
effect whatsoever on the export 
trade that is being done with the 
hinterland. For those reasons it is 
Possible to believe that the sugges- 
tions put forward by the Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce have more 
than a little substance in them, 
Reduction in what are after ali 
overhead charges, such as they 
ask for, would tend to 
Jocal producer in a 








somewhat 
better position than he at present 


‘occupies. Whether the reductions 
could be so extensive as entirely 
to offset the advantages which 
‘Japan at present possesses would 
require a very considerable amount 
of research to decide, and it is pos~ 
sible that the Commission will 
devote some consideration to this 
important point. Tt seems to have 
this merit about it; though the 
adoption of such a course would 
be in the nature of a modified sub- 
sidy, it would in effect be another 
means in assisting the Government 
to build up that local industry 
which it was foreseen only a few 
years ago would be necessary to 
establish Hongkong’s commercial 
stability. That there have been 
important advances in this direction 
is well known, and there is reason 
to believe that the sacrifice of some 
amount of revenue in the interests 
of comparatively young manufac~ 
turing organizations would be the 
best means of enabling them to 
weather the storm, and place them 
on a better footing to share in the 
improved trade which is to be ex- 
pected with the return of better 
world conditions.

of its history. A hundred specu 
lations as to what Britain could, 
or dared do were given the lie; 
an Empire which to the foreign 
observer was a seething mass of 
minor disagreements hopefully 
mistaken for major disloyalties, 
coalesced in the twinkling of an 
eye into a unity of purpose all 
gilded over with the will to sacri- 
fice. Tt was no different in the 
other lands, and it is, perhaps, as 
well to remember something which 
{s so often forgotten that that same 
loyalty, that same worship of an 
{deal animated the souls of the 
enemy as it did those opposed to 
them. Whatever may have in- 
spired those who plunged Europe 
Into a catastrophic war, the out 
standing fact, which speaks so well 
for the spiritual side of humanity, 
{s that the individual was inspired 
bby sentiments common to both sides 
in the unhappy dispute which had 
arisen. ‘They knew little, it is 
true of the demands that - would 
be made upon them, the depriv: 
tions to which they would be sub- 
jected, the griefs they would have 
to beer, the enormous payment 
they would have to make in flesh 
and blood for the achievement of, 
or failure to achieve the ends 
which either side had in view. 
They knew less that the high hopes 

















fields of peace were again reached. 
‘That is how it seemed then, though 
in the peace with which the world 
is now beset, there seems little of 
that happiness, which prolonged 
misery made the world anticipate 
so eagerly. 

‘Mankind seems to have an casy 
faculty of acquiring knowledge hut 
of missing wisdom in the pursuit 
of it, and it is a distressing thought 
that’ it has yet to learn all of the 
terrible lesson which it went forth 
to study two brief decades ago. 
All the world seems to have ob- 
tained from the dreadful ex- 
perience which commenced then is 
horror of war, and a perfectly 
reasonable one at that, but still to 
be bent upon courses of conduct 
which nothing but a miracle can 
prevent from leading to the same 
sad experience. Moloch is still 
there. Mankind dreads it, and yet 
it would seem that a malignant 
fate condemns it to re-stoke the 
furnace in its brazen stomach in 
Preparation for another burt 
offering. ‘There seems nothing 
upon which the countries of the 
world can agree except that it is 
necessary to prepare for war. The 
Inability to decide upon bases of a 
lasting peace is leading to the lay- 
ing of the foundations of a poli- 
ical instability which the greater 
it grows increases the danger that 
one day it will collapse and in its 
ruin sweep the world into another 
and graver cataclysm. ‘The situ 
tion in Europe during the past few 
weeks has been serious enough to 
Rive rise to the greatest apprehen- 
sion. It is a little better at the 
moment, but the seeds of a greater 
strife are still there in middle 
Europe and how soon they may 
germinate no mangcan safely fore- 
tell. Complete order has yet to be 
secured in Austria whence a little 
spark may still cause a great ex- 
plosion. "The death of President 
von Hindenburg removes from the 
Political stage one of the most im- 
portant factors for stability in 
Europe. Economic errors along 
the line of exaggerated nationalism 
serve to aggravate old hostilities, 
and prevent the formation of 
friendships which should be in 
evitable if the best interests of hu- 
manity are to be served, while the 
search for security thwarts the at 
tainment of the very end it has 
in view. 

‘This makes sad reading. But the 
times are sad. There is a danger 
that a civilization, which has taken 
two thousand years and more to 
build up, may go down in a welter 
of blood, which it seems beyond all 
man’s understanding to avert. It 
is necessary that these things 
should be Known, necessary that 
the peoples of the world should 
see with clear vision the goal to- 
wards which they appear to be 
pressing, for it is only in an in 
‘creased sanity of outlook that ulti- 
mate safety is to be found. This 
can be said without danger of 
contradiction; if the nations had 
spent anywhere near as much 
thought and money in the prepara- 
tion for peace as they do now in 
equipment for war the millenium 
would be within comparatively 
easy reach. To aver that war is 
@ natural human function is to 
preach the gospel of defeatism. In 

ny of its aspects civilization 
itself isa denial of nature for 
which a price has to be paid, and 
if nature can be denied in’ one 
direction for the good of the world, 
is it to be suggested that it cannot 

another? The lesson which it 
appears the nations have yet to 
earn is that there can be no Ish~ 
maels among them, that all must 
sooner or later come into the same 
fold. It is.a lesson hard to learn, 
but the present refuge in national- 
ism, such as is to be seen in these 
days, is not so much to be taken as 
‘@ negation of realization, as an 
insufficient appreciation of all that 
has been learnt. The knowledge 
hhas been acquired, but the wisdom 
is still lacking. “Hope, consequent~ 
ly, seems somewhat less justified 
to-day than it did a brief twelve 
months ago. And yet, historically 
speaking, the world has had but a 
brief time in which to heal all the 
wounds created by the Great War. 
It is for that reason mankind can 
refuse to despair. It is justified in 
bringing to this struggle for peace 
the same grim determination which 
marked it in the bad days of war. 
‘Therein lies hope. It must 
unless again youth is

HITLER IN CONTROL 
Aug. 4 

‘The elevation of Herr Hitler to the 
combined post of President of Ger- 
many as well as its Chancellor 
was not unanticipated, for it will 
be remembered that even before 
the death of President von Hin- 
denburg the possibility of such a 
step being taken was canvassed in 
‘one of the German papers. It is 
true that other prominent figures 
in Germany were talked of as pos- 
sible successors to the departed 
ruler, but it is clear that there 
‘were important reasons why they 
should not be appointed, the chief 
one of which appears to be that 
not one of them could command the 
same whole-hearted support of the 
country as could the late Presid- 
ent. That probably was in the 
mind of President von Hinden- 
burg when he nominated Herr 
Hitler as his successor. No matter 
how much the last plebiscite may 
have been criticized, the Fuebrer 
does have the suffrages of the 
overwhelming majority of the 
German people, though whether it 
is actually as large as the figures 
would indicate must always re- 
main a matter for speculation 
There may be objection to the 
perpetuation of a system of pre- 
sidential succession by legacy, 
which is what the present deve- 
lopment amounts to, but there is 
no present indication that the 
practice will be incorporated into 
the German Constitution. Indeed 
the fact that Herr Hitler intends| 
to seek confirmation in his more 
important office by a plebiscite 
on August 19, may do a great deal 
to repatr what is considered by, 
some to be a breach of the Con- 
stitution of Weimar, which it is 
claimed has never been legally 
abolished. Whether it has or not, 
Herr Hitler appears to be following 
the correctest possible procedure | 
in seeking this confirmation, which 
it is impossible to believe he will 
not obtain, 

‘The choice of a Sunday for the’ 
plebiscite may be of some im- 
portance, for it was laid down 
that the election of the President 
shall take place either on a 
Sunday, or on a day of public 
rest, In view of which the plebis- 
cite on August 19 may be con- 
sidered as based on the origina 
provisions of the Constitution, 
from which it might be possible 
to argue that it has not been 
abrogated though some of its fea- 
tures may have been suspended 
owing to the existence of an emer- 
gency. That may also be an 
swer to the statement that it is 
not certain whether Herr Hitler 
has assumed office for life, or whe- 
ther he is merely accepting the 
position for the duration of Pre- 
sident von Hindenburg’s unex: 
pired term of office, or whether as 
from the date of his confirmation 
a term of seven years according 
to the Constitution will commence 
to run. Whichever it is remains to 
be seen, though at the moment 
it is probably premature to sug- 
gest that any great divergence 
from constitutional provisions is 
being contemplated. The princi- 
ple of referendum is also provided 
for in the Constitution, and, if 
the plebiscite is taken ‘as much, 
the proceedings decided upon by 
the Fuehrer and his advisers 
seems to be just about as correct 
as the circumstances will permit. 
There, indeed, appears to be little 
ground for criticism on that score. 

Herr Hitler's elevation to the’ 
supreme position will, undoubted- 
ly be regarded Ly other European 
countries with no small amount of 
anxiety. One of the features of| 
the German government as it ex- 
isted up to the time of President 
von Hindenburg's death, was the 
fact that that leader was able to 
exercise a considerable modifying 
influence upon certain aspects of 
the Nazi government's activities. 
It might have been solely the re- 
sult of the President's age 
and conservatism acting as a coun- 
terbalance to the undoubted enthu- 
siasm_which the Nazis have dis- 
played since they came into office. 
‘That is, of course, now missing, 
but it is to be hoped that the 
acquisition of wider powers by 
the Fuehrer, and the added re- 
sponsibility they will entail will 























bring about that greater caution 
which sometimes marks the better 





statesmanship. It is evident from 
the internal condition of Germany. 
that Herr Hitler himself has still 
important questions to solve, which 
he will be better able to do be- 
cause of the wider powers vested 
in him, and though at times there 
may be considerable impatience 
with his policies, severe criticism 
of some of his public acts, it has 
to be remembered that, with all 
that is alleged against ‘them, the 
Nazis have made Germany a 
bulwark” against the westward 
sweep of Communism which is 
still so greatly to be feared. A. 
great deal of the criticism which 
has been levelled against the 
‘Nazis and their leader is due to 
the fact that not only is their 
government a negation of com- 
munism, but also denies constitu- 
tional rights held so dear in other 
countries far removed from the 
Red ideal, and it has to be re- 
membered that middle courses as 
a rule arouse dislike from extremes 
on either side. For that reason, 
Perhaps, it would be as well to 
suspend full judgment on the 
events of the last few days, and. 
to remember that there is no evid- 
ence of Herr Hitler taking - the 
reins of power for purposes of, 
personal aggrandizement, while 
there is a great deal to be said 
for the fact that, so far as can at 
this time be seen, his conduct 
appears to have been as consti- 
tutionally correct as is possible 
when all the various cicumstanees 
are taken into consideration. 














S.M.C. PUBLICITY 
Aug. 6. 

‘The Municipal Council's wholly 
inexplicable attitude regarding 
publicity, in connection with the 
recent incidents in Hongkew is 
giving rise to all manner of absurd 
rumours, and deductions obviously 
drawn from an incomplete ac- 
quaintance with the facts. The 
result is that in various local pub- 
lications it is being portrayed in 
a light, which, untrue as it Is ex- 
pected it must turn out to be, is 
to say the least unfortunate. Sergt. 
Bellamy, whose fate as the result, 
of an inquiry into the cireumstances 
of the first Hongkew incident, has 
been wrapped in complete secrecy 
$0 far as officialdom is concerned, 
is either being glorified as a martyr, 
sacrificed to expediency, or the 
Council is being accused of a 
machiavellian intrigue, which, if 
the story were correct would do 
very considerable damage to its 
credit in the eyes of the ratepayers. 
It will be remembered that on the 
day following the first unfortunate 
‘occurrence in Hongkew, the autho- 
rities refused to make a statement 
to the Press as to what happened. 
It can be admitted at once that. 
they were perfectly within their 
rights to do so; the wisdom of such 
an attitude, however, is entirely 
another matter, especially as, ori~ 
ginally, a time was fixed for the 
making of such a statement. To 
the best of their ability the local 
Press accumulated information and 
published it with every possible 
Precaution against. inaccuracy 
which it was possible to take, at 
the same time commenting very 
strongly on the methods adopted 
by the authorities. On the other 
‘hand the Japanese consular officials 
were quite frank as to their side of 
the matter, and it was possible to 
publish accurate information as to 
what steps they had taken for the 
punishment of their own nationals 
involved in the trouble. In the 
light of their conduct, the correct- 
ness of which cannot in any way 
be gainsaid, the course adopted by 
the Municipal authorities has about 
it all the qualities of a wayward 
eccentricity to which very much 
stronger terms could be with just- 
ice applied. 

Those publications which. for 
purposes of their own have decided 
that the Council is entirely in the 
wrong with regard to the manner 
in which they dealt with the two. 
incidents, have been able, in the 
absence of an authoritative state- 
ment as to what was done with re- 
gard to Sergt. Bellamy, to assume 
that officer has been unjustly treated 
by his superiors for the purpose of 
effecting an adjustment with the 
Japanese authorities in the nature 
of an unsavoury bargain to the 
effect that if Bellamy were punish- 
ed, the Japanese authorities would 
take action against their own na- 
tionals. It is also alleged that, as 
@ result, the confidence of the pub- 
lic in the police, and the confidence 
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in their own superiors has been 
undermiifed by a procedure, which 
if indeed it were as described 
might very well have produced the 
effect complained of. Indeed as 
time passes the allegations made 
‘against the authorities increase in 
outrageousness, until the treatment 
of Sergt. Bellamy is described by 
at least two publications as “dis 
‘raceful,” and personal reputations 
are being besmirched in a manner 
which, if unjustified, is nothing 
sort of scandalous. The facts which 
this paper has obtained despite 
official coyness in the matter, ap- 
pear to show that Sergt, Bellamy's 
conduct wae the subject of an 
official investigation, which it ts 
to be assumed was conducted with 
the scrupulous fairness to be ex- 
pected of officials with the tradi- 
tions behind them which his seniors 
undoubtedly have. As a result of 
that investigation Sergt, “Bellamy 
was duly disciplined and it would 
not appear that he was in any way 
too severely dealt with. It may be 
argued that this aspect of the 
Hongkew incident was purely de- 
partmental and that it was within 
the discretion of ‘the municipal 
authorities to maintain secrecy in 
the matter if they considered it 
desirable, There is a great deal 
to be sald for such a contention, 
but the question still remains 
unanswered as to whether the 
exercise of that discretion in this 
particular instance has been in the 
best interests of the public at large, 
‘There will be a large body of pub- 
lic opinion which will decide that 
question against the authoritie 
and in view of all the ascertainable 
facts it would appear that its view 
would be correct. It is advanced 
for the consideration of those con- 
cerned that suspensions and disci- 
plinings in such a force as the 
London Metropolitan Police, oven 
though they may not subsequently 
lead to court proceedings, are mat- 
ters with which the British Press 
concerns itself, and which are con- 
sequently reported for the informa: 
tion of the public, and it is yot to 
be learned that the interests of 
the police are in any way adver= 
sely affected. thereby. 

This journal does not subseribe 
to tho view that either the public 
confidence in the police, or the 
confidence of the rank and file in 
thelr superiors, has been materially 
affected by what has happened. Tt 
is believed that the offeials will 
do their duty in the future as they 
have in the past—that is in @ 
manner which does them infinite 
credit. But it is manifestly unjust 
to them, unjust to the Couneil 
itself, that stories are allowed eur- 
reney which could be branded for 
what they are by the simplest pos- 
sible statement emanating from the 
Municipal Council, detailing what 
was the complaint against Sergt, 
Bellamy, and the exact amount of 
Punishment tnflicted upon him. 
This journal does not believe for 
fone moment that the officer in 
question has been made a seapegoat 
for the purpose of high policy. No 
fone except those suffering from a 
wilful political strabismus would 
for one moment harbour such a 
thought. “But there are individuals 
suffering from. that complaint who 
naturally rejoice in the unhappy 
situation in which the Couneil finds 
itself at present. ‘The lie, if it is 
4 lic, has had a very good start and 
will be correspondingly dimeult to 
overtake. That, however, 1s no 
reason why the Council even at 
this late date should not do every- 
thing within its power to prevent 
judgment going against it by de- 
fault, An attitude of injured in- 
nocence is never entirely dignified, 
and in this instance is perfectly 
Tidieulous when it would be ren- 
dered unnecessary by taking the 
step which it is suggested should 
even now be taken. It is, ther 
fore, eamestly urged that th 
authorities should reconsider their 
resent policy, which in all serious- 
ness it is suggested is singularly 
ladvised, Tt does the community 
not the slightest bit ot good for 
stories such as have been current 
over the week end to go undenied, 
and the sooner the true facts of 
the case are divulged, the better it 
will be for all parties concerned.

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MOTOR LICENCES 


Passing reference has been made 
in the correspondence columns of 
late to the recent increases in the 
charge for motor car licences in the 
International Settlement. Inquiries 
show that, though there is a_slight 
inerease ail round, this arises out-of 
the necessity for abolishing the old 
tnel method of computing payments 
and expressing them in terms of the 
national dollar. As a result of the 
elimination of fractions by fixing 
the new fees in multiples of a doll 
the new scale undoubtedly show an 
Imereasé which is slight in the case 
of private and public motor vehicles, 
if compared with the exact dollar 
equivalents of the old tael charges. 
‘The licence fees for trade cars have 
been increased by $6 a quarter, from 
$27.97 to $24, while in the case of 
private cars the increase ranges 
from @2 cents in the case of vehicles 
weighing under 1,0001b. to $3.06 for 
cars weighing over 5,000Ib, ‘The seale 
of the “new charges shows that 
‘medium weight cars have small 
Imereases which are almost negli- 
sible; thus for cars weighing be- 
tween 2,7511b, and 3,0001b, the increase 
fs but 22 cents a quarter, between 
3501 and 4.00016, only four cents, 
while for those between 3,0011b. and 
3500Ib. there is actually a decrease 
of 97 cents.

It is significant how the continuea 
failure of the Disarmament Confer- 
‘ence to achieve anything is leading| 
to a readjustment of military dis 
positions throughout the world, and| 
in this connection it is interesting to 
note that proposals are again being| 
made for the removal of the Woolwich

the war some anxiety was caused over 
the fact that the arsenal on several 
eccasions was one of the enemy's 
objectives, and it was then felt, as| 
it is now, that it would be better to| 
move the establishment to some spot 
less accessible by air from the con- 
Uinent. It is also considered now 
that, in view of the “development of| 
Jong range artillery, the arsenall 
should be moved, and’ it is now for 
the Government to decide ‘whether 
the risk of leaving the arsenal where| 
it is has become sufficiently great to 
Justify the great expense of removal. 
‘The contention that good would be 
one by its removal into a “distres-| 
sed area” is not particularly convine-| 
ing. ‘The amount of good to be done 
to any district into which it is moved! 
‘would not be any too great because! 
of the fact that a removal of the| 
works would lead also to the removal 
of the large amount of skilled labour 
which they employ. There would, of 
course, be some improvement. by 'the| 
creation of a new town and the pub- 
lie works attendant thereon, but'that| 
would be offset by the poverty re-| 
sulting in Woolwich itself which de- 
ends so largely upon the arsenal for:

It_ would be unwise indeed 10 
attach too much importance to all 
the talk which is going on concern- 
Ing the possibility of an Anglo- 
‘American Alliance, especially in 
‘the absence of any oficial statement 
calculated to throw a light upon the 
subject. ‘There is_a large body of 
Public opinion in Britain, especially, 
Which believes that the ‘best_ means 
of ensuring the peace of the world 
‘would be by the establishment of a 
benevolent hegemony by the two 
countries whose power and influence 
Wwould be able to exercise a restrain- 
ing effect upon countries which have 
not yet perceived the benefits to be 
derived ‘from a universal and per~ 
petual peace. But it is unlikely that 
any ‘Anglo-American agreement 
‘would ever take the form of a docu- 
mented pact covering all aspects of 
World polities. ‘There is, howeve 

reason to belleve that the govern 
ments of the two countries see eye 
to eye with each other on a large 
number of questions which vitally. 
affect the world, and there is more 








than a” little probability that, in 
certain elreumstances, they might 
proceed towards common action, 


Beyond that it is doubtful whether 
either would yo. ‘There is in the 
United States a deep rooted dislike 
of foreign entanglements, ‘There is 
a feeling of the same nature ins 
creasingly apparent in Great Britain, 
‘though it is certain that, if any ad- 
ditional entanglement were to be 
‘accepted * by that country, none 
would be more agreeable than on 
with the United States. There is 
every reason to believe that White 
hall and Washington are being draw! 
closer together by reason of the 
political implications arising out of 
jan's demand for naval equality 
‘and the conimunity” of interests 
which might be threatened thereby. 
But it need not be solely political, 
Experiences during the war showed. 
that where the services of the two 
nations eame into contact a feeling 
of cordiality was quickly to be seen. 
Xt is apparent here in. Shanghai, tor 
since 1927 the most cordial relations 
have always existed between the 
men of the’ American and British 
forces, and friendships formed of a 
lasting and most agreeable nature, 
‘Thus while a formal alliance may be 
unlikely there is a great, probability 
that community of interest may 
bring the two greatest natio 
world Into. a closer harmony, 
that would only be for the world's 
ood. 






























PROFITS AND WAR 


Just recently there has been a spate 
of literature dealing with the enor: 
‘mous profits made by armament firms 
and their far-reaching organizations 
throughout the world. Indeed they 
fare laden with more of the world's 
‘war guilt in the popular imagination 
than is, perhaps, entirely to be justi- 
fied. Mr. Bernard M. Baruch, chair- 
man of the U.S, War Industries Board, 
the Keystone in the mobilization of 
the country’s resources for the pur- 
poses of the last war, speaking before 
the Army Industrial ‘College, made 
powerful plea that industry’ as well 
‘as men should bear the burden of war 
‘and that no profit should be taken 
out of it, He did not mean the entire 
extirpation of profits, which would 
be a counsel of perfection, but he 
suggested that a “ceiling” should be 
put over prices and profits beyond 
which no one should go. ‘Thereafter 
A tax programme would have to be 
‘enacted which would take away com 
pletely the difference between selling 
prices and the costs plus a reasonable 
return, by which means the profit 
‘would be taken out of war. Tt would 
indeed be an admirable thing if some 
method could be devised for prevent- 
ing profiteering in such times, but 
whether a scheme could be devised 
to meet the case of armament manu- 
facturers along those lines is an en- 
tirely different matter. It is true that 
during war munition firms amass con- 
siderable profit. They also have to 
encounter the Iean years of peace, 
and it would seem that if, when busi- 
ness was flourishing they were not 
permitted to accumulate reserves, 
they would be in no condition to 
weather the thin times when their 
services are not in such urgent de- 
‘mand, so that when they were next 
required their aid would be no longer 
available. Even if some such scheme 
could be perfected, it is doubtful how 
It would ‘operate in the face of the 
law of supply and demand of such 
material as has to be imported for 
munition making, such as, for exam- 
ple wolfram. Aiveady the price of 
this metal is rising quickly, and in

And if you don't believe 
it, ask ‘the farmers of Jenchiu, 
Honan province. 

The long drought naturally wor- 
ried these farmers considerably and 
the good folk decided to stop 
slaughtering cattle and fo offer sacri- 
fices to the good old Dragon God in 
order to get rain. A special altar 
was erected in the open and the 
magistrate ot the district was com- 
Hed (much against his will) to 
id the prayers for rain.

FLOOD DISASTERS IN 
NORTH CHINA 


Cattle Wiped Out in North 
China Area 


‘Tientsin, Aug. 4. 

A terrible flood disaster is reported 
from Antse, western Chihll, yesterday 
when over 100,000 dwelling houses 
collapsed as a result of the unexpect- 
ed rise of the Yungting River. 

‘The swirling water carried aw: 
everything aeross its path, including 
livestock, while the people fled to the 
nelghbouting districts for refuge. 

‘A portion of the dykes of the Huto 
‘River, southern Chihli, has also been 
breached following torrential rains. 
‘The districts of Paoting, Suning, and 
Kaoyang are affected. ‘The flood 
‘water is flowing towards Wen-an. 
Urgent appeals for reliet have been 
made to the Hopei Provincial Gov- 
ernment from various District Gov- 
ernments.—Kuo Min. 

Damage in Kiangsu 
Nanking, Aug. 4. 

As a result of the overflow of the 
Wei Shan Hu (Lake), in north-west 
ern Kiangsu, caused ‘by the surplus 
flood water ‘from the Nanyang Hu, 
in southern Shantung, a tract of more 
than 9,000 mow of farm land in 
northern Kiangsu is under water.

Nanking, Aug. 8. 
Despite the typhoon along the 


China coast, the heat wave in the| 
Nanking-Shanghai area during the| 
month of July has been unprecedented 
fy the Jast 28 years, according 10 3 
oficial report of the Central Obser~ 
vatory. 

‘The maximum temperature in the| 
capital was 109.4 degrees Fahrenheit 
on July 13, After the typhoon, the 
temperature lowered somewhat, | but| 
since July 28 the mean temperature 
hag been above 101 degrees. 

‘The volume of rainfall was less| 
than one-fifth of that of the corres- 
ponding month last year. Had It been| 
only one inch less it would have 
equalled the record drought year of 
1914, 

With the drought still continuing, 
the price of rice in the capital keeps 
rising. The Municipal Government is 
negotiating with local banking cir-| 
cles for a loan for the purchase of 
cereals in order to prevent a short- 
age. 

‘According to the statistics of the 
sccal Public Health Office, the num 
ber of patients in its six clinics dur- 
ing last month totalled more than 
25,000—Kuo Min. 
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Wenchow, Che, July 25. 

‘As though in sympaihy  with| 
numerous other places, not in China 
‘only, Wenchow also has been under- 
‘going the anxieties and discomforts 
fof a rainiess season. City wells were| 
all of them low, and the greater 
number almost dry. People would. 
‘walle half-way across a city to obtain 
free water from a deeper welt, until 
‘even these would be padlocked  by| 
the jealous neighbours of the well 
who feared for their own supplies. 
Large numbers of families had to| 
buy their water from the countrymen 
jwho bring it in open-boats during 
Vary seasons from the _mountain| 
istreams further up-country. In. the 
plains outside the city farmers became 
jseared for their rice crops. When 
eventually a couple of . typhoons 
brought rain it was sald that two 
more days of drought only might 
[have destroyed the entire grain crop. 
| ‘These typhoons were indeed a God- 
send, for they brought rain and cool 
winds without striking the district 
with any destructive force. Steamer 
traffle was held up for some five days. 


General Fast Ordered 


‘A general fast from all meats for! 
three days was ordered by the 
authorities, ostensibly as a_hygenic 
measure during drought-time, _ but| 
naturally accepted by the populace 
as a religious precaution to induce 
Fain. Rain actually came in torrents 
Jafter three days, but the fast was! 
prolonged a further three days dur- 

ig which time no pork or beef could 
be purchased, though fish was being 
‘sold, and it is always possible to get 
hold of a chicken or two. Probably, 
[nothing will ever remove the general 
conviction that because rain and 
fasting came together, therefore it is 
fasting that grings clouds and rain. 
Did sailors tofsed on tumultous waves 
off “the Wenchow coast know 
that their dangerous situation was 
caused by the empty meat-shops in 
'Wenchow city? 

‘This reminds me of yet another 
health regulation whereby beasts and 
pigs are not to be killed willy-nilly, 
but must be slaughtered in an ap: 
pointed place where inspectors can 
examine them for traces of infection, 
when they will be benned from the 
market. 

‘These, above, are activities of the! 
“New Life Movement”, as also are

A serious street fight took place 
last week between two rival bands of 
coolies, in which two were killed and 
over thirteen injured, some badly 
ured. One of the dead men was flung. 
‘into @ canal where he drowned, 
‘Near the same spot a day oro later 
jand during the typhoon a house out- 
ide the East gate caught fire and in 
Jdefiance of ten hand-pumped  fire- 
lengines, burned itself to the ground. 
‘Though the burnt house was sur- 
rounded by other houses they sur- 
prisingly escaped damage. ‘Towards 
the finish of the fire, when a fire-man 
had ventured on the top of a totter- 
ing wall, it collapsed and ung him 
{into the ‘debris from whence he was 
Fescued in a terribly burned condi- 
lon. They brought him to the Metho- 
dist Hospital where he languished 
for a time before dying, although 
alt the skin of his body but the soles 
of his feet and a small area of skin 
lon his chest had been burned away. 
‘The Blyth Methodist Hospital has! 
just completed the addition of a 
maternity department to its services, 
the first of its kind in Wenchow. 
‘There is a very excellent set of 
rooms to receive a total capacity of 
some dozen patients, though there 1s 
irom for future extension if necessary. 
(This department will be in the charge 
of a certificated midwife, a Chinese 
Woman, who, however, will be assist- 
Jed when necessary by foreign mem- 
ers of the hospital nursing staf. 
‘The habit of entering hospital tor 
confinement is rapidly growing 
Jamongst Chinese mothers, who are! 
heginning to appreciate the sad un- 
suitability of ‘their small crowded 
houses for such occasions. By intro- 
Jducing these newer and better ideas, 
hospitals such as the Blyth are doing 
jan inestimable service to China.

PROPERTY TRANSFER 
PROHIBITED 
Amazing Ruling of Canton 


Finance Bureau 
Fron Oun Owx Comrstonnent 


‘Swatow, July 90 
We have just had locally a sample 
of that “anti-foreignism in Canton” 
of which your Canton correspondent | 
wrote in a recent communication. 

A few days ago there appeared 
{n the local press a despatch from the 
Finance Bureau at Canton to the 
mayor in which it is stated that a 
deed of “perpetual lease” of land: 
carries with it no right to the holder 
fof the lease to transfer the property’ 
by sale to another party. This is, 
‘of course, a denial of the right of 
‘any foreigner ever to dispose by 
Sule of any land of wh'ch he is in 
possession. 

This ruling of the Finance Bureau 
fs protessedly based on some regula- 
tions which were issued by the pro- 
vinelal government some years ago, 
but were certainly not at the time: 
understood to carry this interpreta- 
tion, and in any case have never 
been recognized by any of the fore-| 
ign countries, and it is not the least} 
Ukely that it will be accepted now. 

‘The immediate reason for. this 
despatch was an attempt by the 
English Presbyterian Mission to buy 
from a Chinese who is a British sub- 
ject, a tract of foreshore land to the 
east of the town with the object, 
it is understood. of transferring. 
{to it their hospital and some of the 
rest of their plant. ‘Their present 
compound which was originally 
filled-in foreshore, is now well in 
the middle of the business part of 
the town, and is in the way of being 
cut up by new municipal roads. It 
is a site that is of great value for 
municipal developments, and it might 
seem to be a sensible policy for the 
authorities to facilitate transfer 
Instead of blocking it. 

‘The local municipality indeed pass- 
‘ed on to Canton the request for the 
issue of a new deed without any object- 
fonon their part. and it is Canton 
that is responsibie for making the 
trouble.

Hu Han-min Adamant On 
Attitude

Hongkong, July 26. 

South China politics continue to 
revolve around Hongkong, because 
“brain” of the South-west (Kuang- 
tung and Kwangs!) régime is still Mr 
Hu Han-min, former President of the 
Legislative Yuan, and “official opposi- 
tion leader” of the National Govern- 
‘ment. 

‘Known as the veteran of veterans 
of the Kuomintang, Mr, Hu Han-min 
hhas caused to be published in all the 
vernacular newspapers in Hongkong 
and Canton a denial that he has de- 
cided to leave the Colony for a trip 
to Europe and the United States oF 
that he has approached the Nanking 
Government for travelling expenses. 


It is not known whether Mr. Hu 
Han-min has told the heads of the 
‘Nanking Government that he wants 
to go abroad, but this report came 
through press dispatches from Nan- 
King, and Mr. Wang Ching-wel, Pre 
sident of the Executive Yuan, con- 
firmed at Shanghai the impending 
departure of Mr, Hu Han-min for 
‘abroad. When such news came to 
Hongkong, Mr. Hu issued a denial 
through his “Renaissance Daily News" 
and other papers. 

‘The “elder statesmen” at Canton 
were excited at the news and Mr. 

19 Fuschen, spokesman of thé 

South-west Political Council, also is- 
sued a denial. He said that Mr. Hu 
Han-min could not possibly leave 
‘Hongkong for anywhere at present, as 
his counsel is badly needed in con- 
nection with the coming Kuomintang 
Fifth National Congress. As regards 
the desire of Nanking leaders for Mr. 
Hu to go to the capital to acquaint 
himself with the foreign policy of 
the government, Mr. Hsigo sald that 
Hu understands very well their policy 
‘and dislikes it, 


Congress Conflicts 


‘The coming Fifth National Con- 
gress of the Kuomintang is occupying 
the attention of the Kuomintang 
veterans of the South-west, because 
the Congress is likely to dissolve the 
South-west Political Council and the 
Kuomintang South-west Executive 
Committee. Without these two 
‘organs, the independent status of the 
‘South-west will collapse. 

In an effort to dominate the con- 
gress, the members of the Kuomin- 
tang Central Executive Committee in 
Kuangtung and Kwangsi have joined 
fan alliance with the C.E.C. members 
in Shanghai.

FACTORY 


‘Hunan Votes Funds for Plant 
Outside Changsha 
: Nanking, Aug. 8. 

In accordance with a recommenda 
tion by Mr. Yu Chi-chuan, director, 
Jof the reconstruction Bureau of the 
|Hunan Provincial Government, Hunan | 
Jauthorities have decided io ap- 
[propriate $200,000 for the establish- 
ment of an alcohol factory near 
Changsha. 

Tt is estimated that China imports 
annually 5,000.000 gallons of alcohol, 
Jeosting the nation about $10,000,000. 
JAlcohol can be used in connection 
jwith sclentine research, medicine, 
paint. cosmetics, artifeial ivory, arti- 
ficial silk, explosives and other pur- 
poses. Dr. Ho Hsieh-kuan was re- 
cently requested by the Hunan Pro- 
vvineial Government to make detailed 
Investigations at Nanking, Shanghai, 
‘Canton and Kwangsi with a view to 
making plans for the establishment 
‘of an alcohol factory in Hunan. 

‘According to the final plans aj 
proved by the Hunan provincial 
Government, the factory will be built 
Outside the ‘south gate of Changsha. 
Of the $300,000 appropriated by the 
provincial government. $40,000 will be 
spent for construction work, $130,000 
for the purchase of machinery, and 
about $120,000 for miscellaneous ex- 
penses. It is estimated that the 
factory will produce daily 1.000 
gallons of 95 to 97 per cent. alcohol. 
‘Tho annual cutput of the factory at 
31 per gallon will net. therefore, $246,- 
000. ‘The total expenses will be about 
'$250,000 a year. It Is estimated that 
the factory will have an annual net 
Profit of about $100,000—Reuter.

Educational Funds 


‘The local Teachers’ Association has 
elected ten representatives to visit 
Dr. Kung, the Minister of | Finance, 
requesting him to allot $1,000,000 salt 
tax as educational funds. The edu 
cational funds in the province de 
pend entirely upon the land deed 
fax. Due to rural corruption, . the 
Fevenue of the land deed tax has. 
been greatly affected in recent! 
months. 

‘The annual revenue of the business 
tax is about $700,000. The main 
places for collecting ‘the business tax 
are Kaifeng. Chengchow, Loyang, 
and Hsuchang. ‘The annual collection, 
in Kaifeng is about $70,000. 

‘On July 4, three private opium 
‘shops at Shanchow in Western Honan 
were closed by the local government 
authorities; more than 10,000 Hang 
(Chinese ounces) of opium were, 
seized and thirteen opium sellers| 
were arrested. The later are said to 
have been executed by the govern 
ment authorities. 


‘Yen Hsi-shan Quite Well 


Gen. Hsu Yung-chang, chairman of 
the Shanst Provincial. Government,

"The code chapter is imperfect in 
that the granting of an application, 
for the issuance of a writ of attac 
ment ig not a ministerial ‘act; it is 
discretionary with the trial,” judge 
whether he lets the plaintiff have it 
lor not. Discretion has been largely 
abused. untiT now it is practically 
Impossible to induce the court to give 
‘the one who brings a eivil action for 
ne recovery of money this protec: 
tion. 

‘Always foreign merchants are 
heard grumbling that it is a simple

sible to collect after winning. Shop- 
Jeepers get so upset about having 
Jattachment notices plastered on their 
Jdoors, and they raise such ery about 
ruination of business, that the Judges 
have come to think that only rarely 
should writs of attachment be issued, 
‘But if the new court administrations 
pan out as they are expected to, mem= 
bers of the bar are likely to start a 
Jmoverent to improve the court pro- 
cedure. 

Comparatively easy as it ip for 
Chinese shopkeepers to get friends to 
‘20 on thelr bonds so that writs of 
attachment may be dismissed, the 
bonds being relied upon instead, it 
takes almost invariably some time to 
arrange for the giving of security so 
that court bailif—s lose thelr patience 
Jand stick up thelr notices, and there 
is a lot of red tape to be gone through 
Jin getting them removed. What Is 
Ineeded is a recognized bonding com + 
pany. Conditions being as they are, 
any such company would doubtless go

‘Japan's foreign relations, the in-

day by the new Premier, Admiral 
K. Okada, in his frst interview with| 
foreign correspondents in Japan| 
since he assumed office.

CHANGCHUN THREAT

Soviet Held Responsible for 
Tense Situation 


Harbin, Aug. 1. 

In a Note couched in strong terms. 
‘the Manchoukuo Ministry of Foreign 
‘Allairs to-day demanded the evacua- 
fion of the Soviet troops stationed 
in the township of Tungtaishen, 
jurisdiction over which the new 
State claims. 

“The demand was presented to M. 
Slavutsky, the Soviet Consul-General 
here, who, since the inception of the 
‘Manchoukuo Government, has been 
the recipient of well over a score of 
protests on various subjects. 

Unless the Soviet troops there 
evacuate from Tungtaishen, the 
latest Note continues, the Manchou- 
keuo Governmen: reserves to itself 
the right to take “whatever action 
may be necessary.” 

After receiving the communica- 
tion, ‘the Consul-General called at 
the ‘local office éf the Manchoukuo 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs. to. re- 
fute an earlier protest to the effect 
that a Soviet military aeroplane flew 
over Sulfenho on July 16 and took 
photographs. MM. Slavutsky "comple- 
tely denied the charge.

Being asked by a “Zarya” repre- 
sentative ‘as. to whether the Empire 
of Manchoukuo was taking any steps 
towards the abolition of extra-terri- 
loriality, he replied that of all. the 
countries holding such rights, only 
Japan had recognized -Manchoukuo, 
with whose government it would. be 
possible to talk of such abolitio 

‘AS regards all other countries hav- 
ing. such rights, the position is that 
‘on the formation of the young stute, 
iis government declared that it ac:

‘ble, and it is-for this reason that 
Harbin suffered the terrors of the

RADIUM PURCHASES 
BY JAPAN 


Five Grammes Ordered from 
Belgian Congo 


‘Tokyo, Aug. 2. 

Japan will rank third inthe world 
in radium holdings, when the five 
grammes of the rare mineral ordered 
{from the Belgian Congo to-day by the 
Mitsui Hoonkai, a social service body, 
are received.

No less. than 
Seven issues rose by more than one 
point though the older issues were 
hot so popular ‘and succeeded in 
moving up rather indifferently. 

‘After two days of advances, the 
market registered a mild reaction on 
the next day though not every issue 
joined in the decline. Nevertheless, 
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the strength that characterized it on 
the "preceding days was entirely 
absent and in its place were signs 
of erratic trading. Movements lack 
regularity and speculators were 
hesitant in committing themselves. 

‘The market eased off steadily 
during the next three days, losses 
being especially heavy on’ Wednes- 
ay. The receding movement. was 
greatly assisted by ‘reports of ‘the 
Red menace in Fukien and in those 
three days most issues were lowered 
by nearly two points. Nevertheless, 
the alarm was not sufficiently grave 
to result in anything approaching 
panic so that, with the easing of the 
tension on ‘the Fukien front on 
Saturday, the market stiffened again 
to advance by big fractions. 

‘As the result of the wide move- 
‘ments, differences between “highs 
and lows reached beyond two points 
for many. issues though net gains 
were in .no ease more than small 
fractions.” In fact three issues closed 
slightly lower than on the preced- 
ing week. D

‘Before the Chinese Government 
took up this work attempts had 
been made by foreign commercial 
agencies and shipping firms fo fore 
cast and estimate the production of 
crops that enter into China’s foreign | 
trade, but as these estimates were 
made’ for private commercial pur- 
poses, they have not been published, 

‘According to data supplied to the 
National Agricultural Research 
Bureau by a large army of voluntary 
crop reporters in eighteen provinces 
Gfanchuria, Jehol, Kwangsi, Kwel 
chow, Ninghsia, Chinghai and Hsi 
kang’ excluded), the total acreage 
devoted to, and production of, vari- 
‘ous important crops in 1993 are as 
follow:

Federal Surplus 

Details of Federal Revenue account 
up to April 30, which were made 
available by the Federal ‘Treasury 
last week, show another striking in- 
crease in'the surplus in the account 
during April. The surplus for the 
first ten months of the financial year 
fs £2,391,000. This represents an in- 
crease of” £405,000 on the surplus up 
to March 31," and an increase of 
£742,000 on the surplus at the end 
of February. This result has been 
obtained despite the fact that pay- 
ments totalling about £250,000 In 
excess” of receipts have already been 
‘made for the reliet of wheat growers. 

‘Although the surplus at this tage 
fs large, it is pointed out by the 
‘Treasury that the expenditure so far 
is much below the estimate for the 
period, and that abnormal payment 
in the next two ‘months will sub- 
stantially alter the accounts before 
the financial year closes. Owing 
‘mainly to the fact that large interest 
payments are pending, expenditure in 
the ordinary account is less by £2,- 
400,000 than the pro rata estimate for 
the period. 

Commonwealth Defence 

‘The Federal authorities have an- 
nounced that it is the intention of 
‘arranging for a visit to Australia of 
a high milftary authority from Great 
Britain to advise upon a policy for 
the development of the Common- 
weatth defence services. 

‘New expenditure on wi 
be one of the features of the Federal 
Budget for next year, and it is in- 
tended that expenditure should be 
‘concentrated upon the rehabilitation 
of the permament establishment. 

In view of this, it is said to be 
likely that the ministry may seek 
expert guidance from overseas upon 
the most effective way of spportion- 
ing the money available. 

‘Twice before, a Federal Govern- 
ment has sought the guidance of high 
British authorities ia framing a de- 
fence policy. Shortly after Federa- 
tion the late Barl Kitchener laid the 
foundations of a policy upon which 
the universal system of military train- 
ing was based, and upon which the 
defence forces ‘of the Commonwealth 
were developed up to the outbreak of 
war. About eight years ago. Air 
‘Marshal Sir John Salmond visited 
‘Australia to- advise on the develop- 
ment of the air defences of the Com- 
monwealth. 

Tt is said that any report now ob- 
tained would be more comprehensive 
than elther of these was, as it would 
Geal with both land and air defences, 
‘and probably toa lesser extent with 
naval defence policy. Special advice, 
it is believed, would be sought upon

Police Action

scheme. 

‘Arrangements were ‘made to get 
hold of the whole consignment. But 
the partner, evidently not trusting 
his confederate, had distributed the 
powder amongst several of his r 
tives for safe-Keeping. ‘The original 
Gnder of the valise was arrested and 
two of the rubber sacks were found 
in his room. But it took several 
weeks to round up the whole consign- 
ment and in the course of the in- 
vestigation eighteen persons were 
‘arrested and eight kilogrammes of 
heroin, of a retail value of ££, 
35,000, were seiced. 

‘The woman, from whose house the 
valise was stolen, was an Tlalian sub- 
ject working in’ a wine shop. She 
had received the suitease from a 
Greek customer who had asked her 
to look after it for a short time.

advantage of the weaknesses shown,

‘A. vast improvement in the crop 
prospects in all sections of the country 
has been noted in recent weeks. 
Beneficial rains have been followed 
by warm, sunny days, and new life 
has come’to many of the grain felds. 
‘The damage from grasshoppers has 
not been as serious as forecast, except 
in a fow localities, and destruction 
by hafl has been less than the usual 
to date, On the prairies there is 
more optimism than there was a 
month ago, ana there is good reason 
for it, ‘The correction of the world 
‘wheat surplus by short crops in @ 
umber of countries will have more 
feffect on prices than all the agree- 
ments hat have so far been drafted. 

In Eastern Canada crops are slow 
in developing, and in many countries 
fare reported to be two weeks late. 
‘The June rains were of great benefit 
to the hay crop, which was in danger 
of drought; t will still be somewhat 
below the average except in certain 
low-lying felds that store the mois 
ture, ‘The wheat, oats and barley will 
yield well, if there is -enough heat 
for maturing the grain. Tt is begin- 
‘ning to head out now, and the straw 
Is very neavy. 

Unlike last summer, there has not 
‘been much intense heat since the end 
of May. . Temperatures have been. 
moderate for the past three weeks, 
and the nights have been pleasantly. 
cool. Occasional violent thunder- 
Storms have done damage to roads 
and buildings, but in the main the 
Weather has been ideal for mid- 
summer.

English newspapers are full of 
articles and photographs describing 
the serious extent of the drought. 
Rainfall has been so unusually 
mengre this year that large areas 
are suffering water shortage. The 
cities, with their huge reservoir 
systems built in the watershed dis- 
tricts, are still able to place thelr 
confidence in the ability of the tap 
to produce an abundant flow with- 
out seriously jeopardizing resources, 
but the countryside is not so well 
favoured. Dried-up streams, empty 
wells, ponds, lakes and mere un~ 
dulations inthe ground are parts 
of the drought scene in rural Eng- 
land, ‘The old village pond no 
longer provides a home for ducks, 
‘The well and its squeaking bucket 
and roller are just a useless relic 
of rural life. No amount of energy 
will induce the pump at the far 
corner of the yard to yield a single 
drop of water. All these relies of 
rural existence havé failed before 
the dire necessity. ‘They say that 
the poverty of the rural authori- 
ties “who cannot command the 
great revenue resources of the big 
cities is at fault, Rainfall is an 
uncertain factor—except at Test 
matches and other occurrences in- 
volving the fate of the nation when 
it generally rains. copiously to help 
in our heaven-ordained task of 
confounding our enemies, 

Collection in wells and ponds 
does not meet modern needs. There 
is required a scientifle and co- 
ordinated policy of water collec- 
tion and conservation, plus a stud- 
ied system of distribution if village 
needs are to be served. The well 
and pump may be picturesque 
symbols of village life and give 
that distinction which the townsfolk 
do not get, but the tap is a more 
faithful servant, It prevents vil- 
Ingers going to town with water 
carts and hawking water to the 
residents of the broad acres which 
are no longer fresh and the green 
fields which are yellow and parch- 
ed. “It prevents recourse to green 
and slimy ponds which cause sick- 
ness. It may assume regal role 
only in the lithographed splendour 
of the plumber’s catalogue and not 
on the pastoral canvases at the 
Royal Academy but it will save 
the countryside from disaster. 
Henceforth, the utilitarian brass 
tap must find a home in the cot- 
tage and farmhouse, leaving the 
pump rusting across ‘the yard, the 
ducks splashing in the mid of the 
Pond, and a host of pleasant me- 
mories in the minds of those who 
have appreciated on hot summer's 
day the douche from the pump or 
the sparkling water from the 
streams and brooks which gurgle 
in Merrle England, 


During a sweltering August night 
in Shanghai, when sleep vanishes 
before perspiration and comfort 
comes only when you bury your 
face in the mouth of the water jug 
cooled in the refrigerator, thoughts 
of those delightful douches and 
cooling drinks race. through the 
memory with {ineffable charm al- 
though wistfully from this distance. 
‘There was the pump that stood 
across the yard in a village in the 
North of England not far from one 
of the Pilgrim Fathers centres. It 
was painted red and not only sup- 
plied domestic purposes but the 
overflow went into a drain which 
watered the cowshed behind. Its 
neighbours were two apple trees 
and a hedge of gooseberry bushes 
although, somehow or other, the 
gooseberries never seemed to equal 
the taste and size of the berries 
that grew in the village school next 
door-and hung over the wall. Pos- 
sibly this was because they hung 
over so enviously and there is 
much point in the old adage about 
the taste of stolen fruit. This pump 
had ‘existed for goodness knows 
how many years and had such a 
quality that even the good lady of 
the manor, across the road, who had 
laid in a'water supply from the 
neighbouring town main, would 
send over for a bucket in order to 
brew tea, It tasted so much bet- 
ter, she said. ‘The lady who kept 
the farm, faithfully attended by 
her nephews who did the work, 
was of incredible age but managed 








to hobble about with a stick, 
Conservative she was to an 
amazing degree. Although the 
trackless car system was started 
before the war to link up the town. 
with a dozen or so villages in this 
prosperous agricultural area, mar- 
red unfortunately by new dis~ 
coveries of coal,-she had never 
seen it or travelled on it by the 
end of the war although it ran 
along the main road about half a 
mile away. She did inspect it 
once and that was when she caus- 
ed the village considerable alarm 
by disappearing and calmly turn 
ing up three hours later, satisfied 
and safe, telling anxious inguirers 
that she decided to have a ride on 
it and had been to visit her niece 
at,a village about a mile along 
the tram system. To that old lady, 
the pump was inseparable and its 
passing will be mourned.

Hundredth Anniversary of 


Dr. Robert Morrison, Lip, was 
born in 1782 in Morpeth, Northumber- 
land. At an early age his parents 
‘moved into Newcastle-on Tyne where 
hhis father pursued his occupation as 
@ last maker. Here the family, it is 
said, were on intimate terms with the 
‘Stephensons, one of whose sons George 
was destined to achieve fame and 
fortune by the invention of the first 
commercially successful locomotive, 
the Rocket, in 1825, 

Before his 18th year Robert grew 
restless and dissatisfied with his trade | 
as a last maker and offered himself! 
for a theological course with a view 
to entering the ministry. After two 
years at Hoxton Academy in London, 
hhe was accepted for training as a 
missionary at Gosport where he studied 
under Dr. Boyule. Young Morrison had. 
always Jed a spartan life, for at his| 
trade he hed worked tweive to four- 
teen hours a day. and in addition to| 
that he spent a considerable amount | 
to time in Bible study. His industry 
‘and religious fervour he carried into 
hhis academic work, so that he quickly 
surpassed those who had a better 
‘academic education than he had and 
those who had studied longer. 

‘His “frst intention was to go to 
Africa to join Mungo Park in what! 
proved to be his second and last ile 
{ated expedition up the Niger, for it 














a pleasant spring which bubbles 
and sparkles fresh and cool—in 
memory at least. Leaving the 


three reservoirs behind, 
winds and twists ever climbing 
‘across the moors where purple 
heather and golden bracken hide 
grouse and pheasant. in the dis- 

tance are the rugged rocks of the 
Pennine foothills where giants 
seem to have been at play with 
vast boulders. The road up to that 
point has left many alluring land~ 
marks behind where the rambler— 
that was the ancient name for the 
“hiker,” mew generation please 
note!—might dally in cool taprooms 
overlooking gardens where rambler 
roses ‘and lavender grew. There 
were The Three Merry Lads and 
The Grouse and Trout, and at the 
end of the journey, past the: 
cemetery where Robin Hood's 
famous Meutenant Little John is 
reputed to be buried under a yew 
tree which has grown, so it is said, 
from an arrow planted by Robin 
Hood's own hand, are other hostel- 
ries of equally attractive name. 

But that is galloping along with 
the story. Crossing one county 
into another, the path led through 
the moors to one of those rugged 
outcrops of the Pennine Chain 
where boulders pile high one on 
the other and the path twists tor- 
tuously down it. Half way down, 
facing a coppice, is a giant boulder 
which one would think rolled down 
the cliff side during some prehis- 
toric age. In its fight it must have 
torn open the earth for there, 
underneath, the only water in 
many miles of dry, dusty moor- 
land, is a spring ‘gushing melo- 
diously from the base of the boul- 
der, falling in a cooling cascade 
into the tiny pool below eventually 
to lose itself farther down the 
cliff. Thousands of hands have 
been thrust into that pool to cup 
water for equally perspiring fore- 
heads. Thousands of thirsts have 
been slaked by its cooling waters. 
‘The very mention of that stream 
brings to mind the many times the 
writer has scrambled up the rocks 
to the base, eager to get to the 
very source to enjoy to the full 
that precious trickle which tasted 
like nectar after the hot grind 
across the moors. Farther along, 
In the village, a pot of ale might 
have its attractions but the spring 
is an eternal memory which only 
the disenchantment of the utilita- 
rian tap will fade. 

There is another spring in 
memory which will not surrender 
to the brass tap, despite the ukase 
of the water authorities. It bubbles 
fresh and sparkling in the grounds 
of Roche Abbey where the ruins 
of one of the finest abbeys in the 
North of England testify to the 
devotion of the monks who built 
on that spot in the belief that the 
likeness of Jesus Christ could be 
perceived in the grey cliff shelter- 
ing it from the road. The spring 
gushes forth from under the rocks, 
and trickles down the valley to 
make a wonderful stream for 
water cress sold at the custodian’s 
house. There is nothing remark- 
able about it, not even the fact

Life of Famous Missionary 
(Contributed) 


Cape of Good Hope, and after being: 
stopped by a French man-o-war 
which was on the look out for enemy 
ships. for it was the time of the 
Napoleonic wars. Had Morrison's: 
nationality been disclosed by the 
American captain he would never 
have reached China, 

‘The character of Canton is perhaps: 
best described in the words of Mi. 
Abeel, an American missionary whc| 
joined him in 1830. “With the ex- 
ception of a prison it would probably 
be difficult to find a better prepara 
tion for the enjoyment of verdant 
scenery, invigorating breezes, bodily 
recreation and female society 
than a residence in Canton." At firs| 
Morrison made his home with Mr, 
Carrington, the chief of the American | 
factory, and afterwards with Mr. 
‘Milnor, another American to whom he| 
had leiters of introduction, He was, 
however, greatly troubled by the ex-| 
pense of living and by the financial| 
Burden to his Society. He was, there- 
fore, much relieved when in 1809 he 
Was’ offered the post of oMcial trans-| 
lator to the East India Company at a 
salary of £500 per annum which! 
through the good btlices uf Sir George 
Staunton was increased later 10] 
£1,000 per annum. 

‘The advantage cf the post was 
that it gave him a feeling of security 
and secondly it enabled him to finanee| 
the numerous schemes in. which he 
was interested, without recourse to the| 
Society in England. ‘The school in 
Malacca which was the most advanced| 
post that could be established with 
regard to Chinese received £1,500| 
from him. His Chinese library which 
he took to England and which was 
Gnally bequeathed to University Col 
lege cost him £2000, and his own 
foreign library, the remains of which 
are in the University of Hongkong. 
cost him not tess than “£2,000. It is 
certain that, but for this appointment, 
hhe would have been compelled to| 
leave China and in fact at one. time 
he did seriously contemplate  relin- 
Quishing his work and going to Pe- 
pang or Malacca, 

Tenacity of Purpose 

When one considers the climatic 
conditions, “the physical restrictions 
imposed upon him by residence in 
Canton, the great dificulty he had in| 
‘securing intellectual help "and co- 
‘operation, for Chinese scholars ‘on| 
ain of death were forbidden to teach 
the barbarian the sacred characters| 
of China, one can only marvel at the| 
tenacity of purpose and the amazing 
industry with which Morrison carried 
on his work during those sixteen 
years from 1807 to 1823 during which| 
Lime he completed the translation of| 
the Bible and compiled his dictionary. 
No other achievement in Chinest 
‘missionary history compared with this 
in importance nor in range of effect, 
‘Morrison realized more than anyone 
‘else by this time that the road to| 
the Chinese heart lies through his 
hhead and that by means of education| 
and the written word would the 
strongest Christian appeal be made,

where she Confirmed the prejudices 
with whieh she had started out from 
England, addressed an audience in

Fapid promotion to. the rank’ of 
Field Marshal.

Centre of German Hopes 

His successes in this sector created 
‘a kind of tradition in his favour, and 
fon August 29, 1016, he succeeded 
Field Marshal von’ Falkenhayn as 
Chief of the General Staff, In this 
position he became the centre of the 
hopes of the German people and 
many will remember the gigantic 
Smage of hm which was erected in 
Berlin for all to hammer nails into 
in return for contributions to war 
charities, Some critics have associat 
ed many of his achievemen's in the 
flold during this period with Field 
‘Marshal Ludendorif, who was in the 
prime of his faculties, but Luden- 
Gorft’s share in the imany, successes 
ehieved detracts little from the 
glamour earned by his ct 

‘Fleld Marshal von Hindenburg was 
among the first to realise that Ger- 
many’s chances towards the end of 
the war were hopeless, and he placed 
no obstacles in the way of those 
who, when the result was patent, 
dpenily advocated an armistice, He 
paid tribute to the army which had 
preserved Germany's frontier for 60 
jong, and maintained that “they is 
sued trom the struggle proud and 
‘with heads erect.” 

‘A year after the war he again re- 
tived, having kept himself all the 
While tree from. political entangle- 
ments, It was from his home in 
Flonover that he was summoned to 
take up the presidency of a distract- 
ed Reich, This was in 1925, and 
through successive years of political 
unrest and turmoil he steadfastly 
supported the government chosen by 
the people. 

Call to Duty Answered

made—that Germany was again head- 
ed for monarchism and that militar 
fam would take a new lease of life 
despite the Treaty of _Versailles—

"A. week before the election, says 
Reuter, the first popular balloting for 
president under the republican con- 
stitution, the aged Field Marshal 
Yecelved the representatives of | the 
German and foreign press at Han- 
over, ‘they saw a vigorous, i 
pressive personality, who. made 
plain that ft was only from a sense 
of duty to his Fatherland that he had 
Abandoned the quiet of his home, and 
that he hoped that this example of 
devotion to duty might contribute to 
the unification of a Germany sadly 
torn by factional strife. 

‘On April 26, 1925, at the election. 
14,889,490 Germans ‘cast their votes 
for Hindenburg, who thus became 
the second President. 

‘On May 2, the same year, von 
Hindenburg "was inaugurated and 
‘with on unhesitating voice he swore 
allegiance to the republican constitu-

tion, tverybody, frlend and) foe 
the ‘character of the new president 
‘and from his religious regard for the 
sanetity of the oath, that his ofice 
would be administered strietly ac- 
cérding to the constitution. 


“Pull Together” 

Von Hindenburg, then 78 years old, 
spared no effort or energy to accus- 
tom himselt to the tasks of his new 
‘office. With clock-like regularity, the 
chief of the goverament's press divi- 
sion had to report to him every day 
fon world-events as reflected in the 
@aily press. An hour later, minis- 
ters, chiefs of departments, and 
specialists on various public questions 
were requested to report. 

‘To increase the respect for the 
exalted office of chief executive, Pres 
Ident von Hindenburg soon set out 
upon a number of “swings around 
the circle,” visiting one province 
after another, meeting officials, greet- 
ing the masses, and everywhere 

reaching the message of unity. 
‘orget your party strife, let us 
pull together for a united fatherland” 
was the burden of practically every 
address, 

‘Only seldom did the President as- 
sume an active political role. When 
he did, however, there was no minc- 
ing of’ words. ‘Thus, when after the| 
fall of the second Tuther cabinet in 
1926 the party leaders for weeks 
squabbled about the composition of 
the next cabinet, von Hindenbury 
called them’ to his oflee one day 
and according to all reports, “talked 
to them like a Dutch unele.” and 
several days later the second Marx 
abinet presented itself to the Reiehs- 
ag. 











Indefatigable Worker 

‘On some occasions, von Hinden 
burg’s oficial utterances had an i 

national repercussion: when he 

hhis benison to the treaty of 
Locarno, when he approved of Ger- 
‘many’s admission to the League of 
Nations and when he emphatically 
repudiated the accusations that Ger- 
many nad been the cause of the 
world war. This declaration, made 
by the octogenerian president at the 
unveiling of the Tannenberg memo- 
rial in East Prussia on September 18, 
1927, thirteen years after the out- 
break of the war, provoked the 
French press to the’ assertion that 
“Germany had not yet been morally 
isarmed.” 

‘The German president was an in- 
defatigable worker, and his daily 
time table at the’ presidential resl- 
dence in the Wihelmstrasse was 
adhered to with military punctuality. 
His favourite recreation was the 
chase. Every summer he spent a 
‘month hunting in the highlands of 
Dietramszell, Bavari 
























devotion to the public weal,” 
phrase from an address by Chancellor 
‘Marx, speaking in the name of the 
German nation on the occasion of 
von Hindenburg's 80th birthday, on 
October 2, 1927, which was celebrated 
throughout the Reich in a manner 
that left no doubt as to the deep 
veneration in which the whole coun- 
try held him. Probably no German 
ever received such an overwhelming 
tribute to his popularity as did Presi 

dent von Hindenburg on that occ 
‘sion, ‘Ten million marks were volun. 
tarily subscribed by Germans to 
‘establish a "Hindenburg Fund” which 
the aged celebrant dedicated to the 
assistance of needy war victims. 


Deserted by Supporters 

As he continued in the presidency, 
the very men who helped put von 
Hindenburg in that office disassociat- 
‘ed themselves from him, while the 
great masses of the people as well 
‘as the republican parties claimed 
him as their own. ‘That turn of 
‘events resulted because the national- 
ists, who promoted his candidacy, 
had regarded von Hindenburg merely 
‘as a precursor of another monarchy. 

‘The conflict between the president 
and his former political friends be- 
‘came an {rreconellable one in, 1929, 
when the nationalists started the 
Dlebiseite demand in an attempt to 
defeat the Young Plan of reparations. 
What particularly irritated the aged 
President was that the plebiscite 
proposal was almed chiefly at the 
polleles of the late, foreign minister, | 
Herr Gustav Stresemann, who died 
only a few weeks before the vote on 
the plebiscite. 

‘Von Hindenburg had supported the 
| Foreign Minister's policies and had 
taken a great fancy to him. He let 
the nation know in no uncertain 
terms that he was against the plebis- 
cite demand and showed his feeling 
for Stresemann' by insisting | upon 
walking behind the hearse at the 
Foreign Minister’s funeral.

SHANGHAI AND EGYPT 


Cuanies Wyeurre Gooown 1817-1078 A 
‘Pioneer in Eayptology—By Warren 
R. Dawson, PRS, PRS, FSA, 
Scot.,, Honorary Member of "the 
Egypt Exploration Society, Honor- 
ary" Librarian of Lloyds. Oxford 

University Press, London. 1/8. 

It was a strange turn of fate 
which brought to Her Britannic 
Majesty's Supreme Court for China 
and Japan as assistant judge in 
1865, Charles Wycliffe Goodwin, one 
lof the great 19th century pioneers 
in Egyptology. Goodwin's applies 

tion to Lord Russell, Foreign 
Minister, for a legal appointment in 
the East had so emphasized his 
‘avocations that Lord Russell wrote 
the following minute upon it, “What 
hhe requires is legal and not theolo- 
gical orthodox.” The newly 
inaugurated court of which Sir 
Edmund Hornby was appointed 
Judge necessitated Goodwin's re- 
‘idence in Shanghal, where he 
spent the remainder of his life ex- 
cept for several official journeys to 
Japan and his home leave in 1872-3. 

His first letters from Shanghai 
carry echoes of conditions left by 
the Taiping rebellion. His first letter 
‘was written to his sister, dated July 
16, 1065: 

‘Wo arrived here at five o'clock in 
the ‘moming. ‘Shanghal looks vary 
much Mike England-freen and flat 
when we got. into the harbour ‘we 
received’ a note from ‘the Reva. 
Buteher, chaplain to the Settlement 
here, thviting us “to take up our 
quarters at ‘the Chaplaincy. We ac- 
‘cepted the invitation and have been 
‘most hospitably entertained... 2very~ 
thing here ts in a state of disorganisa- 
tion—People rob one. another—and 
submit to be rebbed by thelr Chinese 
Servants....The church Is full” of 
punkahs, pulled by Chinese... have 
Taken t0 the bate’ viol 
Eight, months later, writing to the 
historian Renouf, he’ gave more im-

Despite such unfavourable com- 
Goodwin found + life tn 
Shanghai very congenial. His legal 
Teft him sufficient time not 
only to carry on his Exyptological 
studiés, but to interest himself in 
Tocal natural history, geology, the 
[Chinese language and’ customs. It 
unfortunate that practically all his 
library, papers, natural history spe- 
clmens and porcelains collected in 
China were destroyed by fire in the 
British warehouse where they were 
stored after his death. Letters 
descriptive of Shanghat and the new 
court would make a valuable addi- 
tion to Shanghai history of this 


Period. 
‘Although Goodwin fully kept up 
his Exyptological studies in Shang- 











hai, his friends in Europe feared 
that the charms of China would 
prove too attractive for him and 
would deprive Egyptology of one of 
its foremost scholars. An offer was 
made to him of an official appoint- 
ment in Egypt, but Goodwin declined 
it, preferring to remain in China. 

‘Goodwin was five years old when 
in 1822 Champollion broke the spell 
of centuries and laid the foundation 
for modern Egyptology. The identical 
inseriptions on the Rossetti stone in 
three forms, Greek, hieroglyphic and 
hhieratic, had provided Champollion 
the key to the writing of Egypt. By 
the time Goodwin was nine years 
old, Egypt and her enigmatic writing 
‘became his ruling passion. At this 
time he was searching for mistakes 
in Champollion’s translations. Very 
few serviceable books existed, and 
this made Egyptian study extremely 
dificult. After Goodwin began his 
legal practice in London he spent 
much of his time in the British 
Museum. He' worked first upon 
‘Anglo-Saxon and Greek manuscripts, 
and afterwards upon Coptic, 
hieroglyphic and hieratic texts. He 
copied and annotated scores of texts 
at this time and accumulated a great 
store of epigraphic material which 
he later used for his studies in 
‘Shanghai. 

In Goodwin's time the principal 
object of Egyptologists was to 
translate texts. The publishing of 
detailed editions with elaborate 
philological — commentaries was 
seldom thought of. Goodwin did not 
produce any large volumns, but even 
had he left no other record his essay 
of 1858 on Hileratic Papyri alone 
would entitle him to a high place 
in the annals of Egyptology. In this 
‘epoch-making essay Goodwin showed 
himself to be at once a skilled de- 
cipherer of hieratic writing and a 
brilliant interpreter of it. With few 
exceptions , most of the hieratie 
Uterary texts were almost unread 
and certainly very little understood. 
Goodwin's essay was the foundation 
upon which many translators have 
since built. His contributions to the 
“Zeitschrift fur agyptische Sprache,” 
the first of the specialist journals in 








this field, show his marvellous 
Insight and his accuracy as @ 
translator, 


‘The notice of Goodwin's death 
which appeared in “The North- 
China Herald” of January 2, 1878, 
gives an idea of his versatility—his 
years as magazine editor and critic 
of art and music, his scientific 
Interests, his Anglo-Saxon, Hebraic 
‘and Coptic researches, as well as his 
decipherment of Egyptian papyri. 

Tt" is evident that Goodwin's 
researches in Egyptology are the 
chief interest of his biographer. Of 
his career as judge but little is said 
in this book; though it is to be noted 
that “he succeeded Sir Edmund 
Hornby as Chief Judge and held 
that office for the years 1876-1878. 
One could wish for fuller treatment 
of this aspect of his career, since it 
was in Shanghal that he chose to 
remain—rat.t.
